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1 . In the remarks, applicant argued in substance that 

(A) Picazo is cited to show that it is possible to do what is claimed, but Picazo 
does not teach any rationale to do what is claimed. Namely, it is speculted tht one culd 
connect up compters and servers in any fashinon desired. But, of course, that is always 
true. What is missing is a reason to do what is claimed. The assertion that putting a 
client on the server side whould make it faster is merely speculation and is not derived 
from the prior art. 

As to point (A), In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to 
combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be 
established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the 
claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so 
found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one 
of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 
1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, 
Picazo teaches a fiber optic hub 12 which has a plurality of fiber optic ports. These 
ports connect to mainframe computers 16 and 18 (servers), and three personal 
computers 22, 24 and 26. In addition, Quatrano teaches other computers connect to 
another 10 BASE T HUB 38 via WAN interface 36 (Figure 1; col. 7 line 39 - col. 8 line 
23). In addition, it well-know that the purpose of a hub is to receive data packets from 
one port and repeat these packets on every other port connected to the hub. However, 
it requires to traverse multiple layers of communication protocols for computers that 
connects to different hubs via WAN interface (col. 1 line 44 - col. 2 line 26). Therfore, 
it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the Data Processing art at the time 
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of the invention to combine the teachings of Quatrano and Picazo to connect one of 
said clients on the server side because it would improve said client's response time.
